He 
believed that drastic measures should be 
taken to end this state of things. A settle- 
ment of the pensions’ question would remove 
practically the last of a long line of personal

The whole thing is futile 
unless you bring up your children not to 
begin it at all.” (Applanuse.)

always been a teetotaller, but he was one 
now because of the force of example. Their 
society did not discriminate between 
teetotalism and temperance. 

Canon MeTighe, LL.D., said that it would 
not do for the idea to get abroad that the

The Outlook in Cork. 


According to our Special Correspondent 
in Cork, Mr. Henry Ford has taken a 
decision which ought to improve consider- 
ably the economic outlook of the southern 
city. Some months ago Mr, Ford was 
anxious to develop the motor car industry 
in Ireland, and to that end he allowed it 
to be known that, if the Free State and 
British Governments would agree to 
abolish all duties on imported motor cars, 
he would make Cork the centre for the 
manufacture of his new Ford car in 
Europe. The British Government un- 
officially expressed its approval of this 
plan, but the Government of the Free State 
took the view that it could not sacrifice so 
much revenue, even for the sake of a big 
ecohomic advantage. Consequently the 
scheme fell through, and soon afterwards 
the Ford Company decided to transfer all 
its Cork plant for the manufacture of 
motor cars to Manchester, and to confine 
the activities of the Cork factory to the 
This decision 


making of motor tractors. 
was regarded as a severe blow to Cork’s 
‘prosperity ; for it meant the reduction of 
the Cork staff and the strict limitation of 
the factory's expansive possibilities. It 
seems now, however, that Mr. Ford pro- 
poses to use Cork as the chief producer of 
tractors in Europe. Our Correspondent 
tells us that work is likely to be found for 
2,500 men, with an aggregate pay-roll of 
almost £1,000,000 a year. 

There was a time when Cork was a 
flourishing city, but that time is no more. 
The establishment of the Free State and 
the rapid development of modern trans- 
port have tended to favour Dublin at 
the expense not only of Cork, but of 
all the provincial towns. The Free State 
Government, recognising this fact, has 
tried to check the process by the 
artificial encouragement of industries 
in Cork. Certain tariffs have been 
adopted ad hoc; but the recent report of 
the Cork Industrial Development. Associa- 
tion shows that protection is no remedy 
for an ailment that has its sources in the 
fundamental canons of economic law. In 
the old days Cork catered for a large 
garrison in the province of Munster, It 
did a fairly extensive cross-Channel trade 
and acted as the entrepét for the whole 
South of Ireland. Now the garrison has 
gone, and with it have disappeared many 
of the richest families of the South. Cork 
has been thrown back on its own resources ; 
its shipping has suffered, and its import- 
ance as a distributing ‘centre has 
diminished considerably. The advent of 
the Ford Company was a.boon, and we 
have no doubt at all that, if the Free 
State Government had abandoned its 
tarifis on motor cars, an exceedingly 
lucrative industry would have been 
developed at Marina. As matters stand 
now, the concession by Mr. Ford of a 
European monopoly for tractors would be 
more than welcome. It would give Cork 
new hope and would be of greater value 
than all the tariffs that ever were devised. 
While Mr. Ford is considering the future 
of his factory at Cork another project of 
some importance is being canvassed 
locally. During the last week the Cork 
Harbour Board has been discussing the 
possibilities of an air port near the city. 
Since the flight of the Bremen brought 
the geographical position of this island 
strongly before the notice of the world’s 
flying men several plans have been pro- 
posed for the development of civil air 
services in the Free State; but hitherto 
nobody has advanced ascheme which could 
be operated without a heavy subsidy. The 
people of Cork believe that their city is 
suited admirably for the purposes of an 
air port.

The Conquering Car. 

In a speech in London last week Mr. 
Charles E. Mitchell, President of the 
National City Bank of New - York, 
reviewed his country’s economic condi- 
tions. He drew a glowing picture of 
American prosperity, and said that 
during the month of August the United 
States had produced 458,000 motor cars. 
We must accept the figure, since bankers 
cannot lie; but it is astonishing. In the 
whole of 1927 Great Britain, the world’s 
second largest manufacturer of motor 
cars, produced 231,000 cars—hardly more 
than one-half of America’s output 
for single month. Moreover, 
Lave Mr. Mitchell’s assurance 
“America’s August output’ was sold, 
and had not gone into stock. A few 
years ago the census of production showed 
that every ninth citizen of the United 
States possessed a motor car, and at that 
time the industry began to fear that 
‘‘ saturation’’ point was being reached. 
The fear, as it seems, was groundless. 
Now nearly every American working-man 
has a motor car, and in higher circles the 
price and power of the family car have 
become a test of social standing. It is 
said that householders 
usually treat their four-cylinder neigh- 
bours de hdut en bas. To-day, however, 
there ‘s no further talk of “ saturation ”’ 
point, and in every month the market 
swallows hundreds of thousands of new 
cars. The explanation, no doubt, is 
twofold. In the first place, America’s 
cheap cars are being pushed vigorously 
in foreign countries: the new China, we 
may suppose, will absorb them hence- 
forward at an increasing rate, In the 
next place, the average citizen of the 
United States—especially in these rich 
and extravagant times—does not demand 
long service from any motor car, After, 
perhaps, a couple of years’ employment 
he sells his car in “ part-exchange’’ or

There is every prospect 
that last year’s British production of 
231,000 cars will be exceeded in the 
present year, A considerable part of the 
enlarged output will go to the Dominions, 
where the demand for British cars is 
increasing steadily ; but the bulk will be 
taken by the home market. Keen com- 
petition among the British makers of 
small and cheap cars is bringing the 
pleasures—and perils—of motoring within 
the reach of thousands to whom, only a 
few years ago, the ownership of a motor 
car would have seemed not less improbable 
than the ownership of aracing stable. The 
professional prophets say that cheap cars, 
“a little bit faster’? than last year’s 
output, will be the “‘ note ” of the coming 
Motor Show in London. Thus every new 
year will launch an army of new drivers 
upon roads which—in England, at least 
—already are congested beyond all former 
notions of transport. The problem must 
be solved, since the motor car has ‘‘ come 
to stay’; and even the least imaginative 
persons may foresee that the task will 
involve revolutionary developments. Fifty 
years hence an entirely new system 
of roads will have transformed the whole 
surface of Great Britain and Ireland.

Laws of the Air. 


Text-books of international law soon 
will include new chapters setting forth 
the laws, regulations and practices which 
control the air. It is fortunate, indeed, 
that air traffic has developed during a 
time when international conferences are 
frequent; for otherwise the confusion 
caused by many different national policies 
would have done much to retard it. Un- 
certainty still prevails, however, on the 
question of “ airways.” Sir Samuel Instone, 
at whose request the Italian Government 
now permits British air liners between 
London and Cairo to cross Italy, landing 
twice en route, referred to this problem 
yesterday in the Observer. An inter- 
national convention relating to aerial 
navigation was signed by twenty-five States 
in October, 1919. The signatory States 
include the seven States of the British 
Empire, most of the European Powers— 
but not Spain, Germany and Russia—and 
some Asiatic and South American countries, 
Some misunderstanding has arisen about 
the interpretation of “airways” in this 
convention. The official English transla- 
tion says: “The establishment of inter- 
national airways shall be subject to the 
consent of the States down over.” It was 
assumed for some time that this clause

Rating Relief. 


Suggestions that the Government is 
endeavouring to introduce unnecessary 
reforms into local government in connec. 
tion with its rating relief proposals are 
being effectively met by Conservative 
speakers. It is claimed that the great 
measure of rate relief makes some chance 
in local government imperative, but there 
is no desire to interfere more than is 
necessary with the present scheme of loca! 
administration. It is pointed out that the 
transference of the cost of relief of the 
able-bodied from the local authorities to 
the State would set up a system of central 
bureaucracy, and offer no incentive to 
local economy. The principal sim of the 
Government is to relieve agriculture arid 
productive industry, and to remove some 
of the inequalities affecting general rate- 
payers in different areas. 


The Anglo-French Comprcmise. 


Another matter of very great importance 
which will have to be considered by the 
Cabinet is the Anglo-French naval limita- 
tion agreement, and no reply on this 
question can be sent to the United States 
until Ministers have considered a special 
memorandum now being prepared on the 
subject by the Foreign Office and the 
Admiralty. Surnrise is expressed in diplo- 
matic circles that the British Foreign 
Office refuses to publish bota the text of 
the naval Note sent by the Government of 
the United States and the text of the 
summarv of the agreement which was sent 
to Washington. In some circles it was 
thoncht to-dav that the agreement is now 
likely to be withdrawn altogether with a 
view to a new arrangement on naval dis- 
armament which the United States would 
accept as satisfactory. 


Conservative Pian:. 


Conservative members of the House of 
Commons back from the party conference 
at Yarmouth express the opinion that the 
gathering has been the most successful of 
the kind held for .nany years. The resolu- 
tions passed were so comprehensive, and 
yet so moderate, that they could have been 
accepted by any political gathering, no 
matter what shade of ovinion. Working- 
men speakers from all parts of the country 
put forward proposals of a democratic 
character, and these were adopted with 
enthusiasm. When it is recalled that 
resolutions were passed in favour of a 
contributory pension scheme at sixty-five, 
that Government munition workers were

“No person with a knowledge of what is 
going on in the country would claim that 
there is no liquor in the United States 
to-day. Í go further than that, and say 
that there is as much, if not more, than 
there was in pre-prohibition days, because 
countless thousands of our citizens to-day 
eee a reason for stowing it away.” 

Governor Smith commenced by saying 
that prohibition was a subject “above ail 
others concerning which the welfare of 
the country requires plain speech and con- 
structive leadership.” 

A large part of the difficulty in this im- 
portant problem “is due to the failure on 
the part of our public officials to talx 
frankly about prohibition. I am satisfied 
that there are thousands of men in public 
life who think exactly as I do on this sub- 
ject, but who, because of what they believe 
to be political expediency, keep their 
mouths shut about it. 


A GREAT MORAL ISSUE. 

“J regard this as a great moral issue. 
T appeal to the people of America, regard- 
less of party, to put aside any pre- 
conceived notions they may have about it, 
and approach it fairly without passion, 
without prejudice, with open eyes and with 
open minds, to the end that scme con- 
structive solution to this important 
problem may be reached.”’ 

The Governor recited the evidence and 
the testimony of educators in various 
sections of the country as proof of the asser- 
tion. He went exhaustivelv into statistics 
to prove that conditions support his 
criticisms of the operations of the law. 

“ The point is, ” the Governor declared, 
“that the great army of the American 
people oppose these laws. Nobody can say 
that is a healthy condition in our 
democracy. Nobody can say that people 
like ours are comfortable, when so many 
of our thinking citizens resist the attempt 
on the part of the Government to regulate 
their conduct by law. 


HOW GANGSTERS ARE MADE. 

“The natural result of it is the breeding 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
country of disrespect for all law. Nobody 
can gainsay the fact that the prohibition 
Jaw and the Volstead Act have produced 
a new line of endeavour for the under- 
world. They brought to life bootleggers ; 
bootleggers begot hi-jackers, and hi-jackers 
racketeers. 

“Gangland is interested in the 
maintenance of prohibition because, by 
its operation, they are benefited. In my 
speech of acceptance I suggested a 
remedy. First I recommended an amend- 
ment of the Volstead Act which should 
contain a sane sensible definition of what 
constitutes an intoxicating beverage, 
because, upon its face, the present defini- 
tion does not square with common sense 
or with medical opinion. 

“Each State could then provide for an 
alcoholic content not greater than that 
fixed by Congress. It must be borne in 
mind that the Eighteenth Amendment 
does not prohibit alcoholic beverages ; it 
prohibits intoxicating beverages. No 
sensible man can truthfully be prepared 
to say that one half of one per cent. 
alcohol constitutes an intoxicant. 


REFERENDUM WANTED. 

“TI suggested a referendum for the 
expression of the will of the people them- 
selves in the first instance. I would 
then regard it as the right of the State 
itself, subject to the limitations which I 
outlined, to dispense to its own 
inhabitants alcoholic beverages as desired 
by the people of the State. 

“The cure for the ills of democracy is 
more democracy. Hand this back to the 
people ; let them degide it,” the Governor 
concluded, amid a wild burst of enthu- 
siasm and prolonged cheering. 

Governor Smith left by special train at 
noon to return to New York in time for 
tLe opening of the Democratic State Con 
vention on Monday.

It is true that 
when in 1884 the Rev. Samuel Burchard 
made his ‘‘ Rum, Komanism and Rebel- 
lon” plea for James G. Blaine, it 
turned the tide against the man it sought 
to help, but Blaine’s opponent was not a 
Roman Catholic.

‘ dry,” wend Governor Smith the 
Protestant and the ‘‘ wet,’’ Governor 
Smith would be elected, so strongly are 
the forces of blind bigotry running in 
certain parts of the country.

SEQUEL TO SCANDALS 
IN PHILADELPHIA. 


4,500 POLICE BEATS 
CHANGED. 


From Our Own CorRRESPONDENT. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sunday. 

Determined to rid thé police force of 
“ grafters,"’ Mayor Harry A. Mackey yes- 
terday shifted every patrolman to a different 
beat in the greatest law-enforcing ‘‘ shake- 
up ” in Philadelphia’s history. 

The Mayor's action, prompted by a speciai 
grand jury investigation of the bootlegging 
business, affects 4, mer, and is an effort 
to “place the blame where it belongs.”’ 

District Attorney Monaghan’s intensive 
search into bootleggers’ activities during the 
past several weeks has so involved the police 
department that Mayor Mackey’s move is 
declared to be a real official effort to clean 
the city of sanctioned vice and graft. 

Linking members of the police departmeuat 
with the existence of thirteen thousand 
“ gpeak-easics, ” which were revealed by the 
Monaghan investigation, the authorities have 
discovered that more than ten million dollars 
iu “ profits in law violation ” were deposited 
in Philadelphia banks during the last year. 

Included in the Monaghan report was the 
fact that 350,000 gallons of alcohol were 
withdrawn from Government warehouses and 
diverted to the bootlegging industry by a 
single concern, and the products shipped to 
all parts of the country. 

POLICE INVOLVED. 

Law violators flaunted their practices in 
the face of the police, the report revealed, 
by openly purchasing bullet-proof vests, 
machine guns and ammunition, and employ- 
ing them in defence of their illegal interests. 

he police were involved directly in an 
alleged ' five dollars a week protective 
association,” in which law violators were 
promised protection from legal agencies. 
Evidence of the existence of the organisa- 
tion was produced after District Attorney 
Monaghan discovered that the police refused 
to aid in his clean-up investigation. Bribes 
for police varied with the grade of the officer, 
cary een getting the lowest “ graft” and 
“eh officers considerably more in the “‘ rake- 
off.”’ 
POLICEMEN’S MOTOR CARS. 

Possession of automobiles and fine homes 
by policemen, whose salaries did not warrant 
such luxuries, was laid to a regular salary 
paid to certain of the city’s law enforcers. 
Guards were furnished for liquor running. 
the police badge concealing a huge number of 
law. violators in ‘their illegal actiyasties. 
Records revealed a “‘slice’’ of $25,000. being 
paid to certain police officials for one job. 
Threatened action by the United States 
Attorney-General prompted the Mayor's 
action, it is said. Aithough he gave orders a 
week ago that the police must clean up the 
city within twenty-four hours, a huge dis- 
tilling plant was discovered by private 
detectives after the police had finished their 
task. This discovery and the alleged half- 
hearted efforts of policemen prompted yester- 
day’s remarkable development. 


AMBASSADOR FOR THE 
SENATE. 


MR. HOUGHTON TO STAND 
FOR NEW YORK.

NEW YORK, Sunday. 

Mr. Alanson B. Houghton, the United 
States Ambassador in London, was 
nominated yesterday for the United States 
Senatorship from New York by the New 
York Republican Convention. The vote 
nominating him was vnanimous.

It lies within Mr. Honghton’s discre- 
tion whether he will resign now, or await 
the outcome of the election. He is en- 
titled to leave of absence, and may, if he 
sees fit, conduct his campaign here while 
still a member of the Diplomatic Corps, 
only resigning in the event of his being 
elected.

It will be welcome news to Cork to learn 
that the future of the Ford works on 
the Marina is not only assured, but that 
the activities of the branch are almost 
certain to be greater than at any period 
since their establishment here. 

A definite decision has now been 
reached to make the Cork works the firm’s 
headquarters for the manufacture of 
‘tractors. 

This means that the products at the 
Marina will be shipped to all parts of 
Europe, and to meet the demand it is 
calculated that an output of between 200 
and 300 machines weekly is necessary. 

This will entail the employment of more 
than 2,500 workmen, whose total earnings 
will amount to close upon £1,000,000 
annually.

An Italian naval seaplane on its return 
from Spitzbergen, where it has been partici- 
pating in the search for members of the ill- 
tated Italia expedition, met with a frightful 
accident near here to-day.

RIOTOUS STUDENTS. 


BRAZILIAN NEWSPAPER 
OFFICES SACKED.

PORTO ALEGRE, BRAZIL, 
Sunday. 

Students in Sao Leopoldo, one of the 
oldest German ‘‘colonies’’ in Brazil, 
have attacked and burned the offices of 
the German newspaper, Deutsche Post, 
which had strongly criticised the violent 
conduct of law students in Sao Paulo. 

The Sao Paulo students recently sacked 
the offices of an Italian and an English 
paper, which had published articles con- 
sidered by the students to reflect on the 
honour of Brazil’s women folk. 

This makes the third attack on foreign 
newspapers within a fortnight. That on 
Monday last, when the office of the 
Italian paper was sacked, was accom- 
panied by considerable disorder, in which 
several persons were injured. The 
students were dispersed by the police in 
their first onslaught, but in the evening 
they were reinforced and rushed the 
police barrier, completely sacked the 
building and set it on fire.

Addressing a conference of works’ 
directors, managers, foremen and _ fore- 
women at Oxford yesterday on industrial 
psychology, Dr. V. Moorrees, who holds 
an American degree in psychology, said 


a psychologist was. 

“Psychologists do not feel bumps on 
people’s heads or interpret dreams, or even 
tell fortunes. They do not explain why 
red-haired people are more emotional than 
dark-haire te, or why people with 
blue eyes make less satisfactory husbands 
than men with brown eyes, or even why 
people with turned-up noses are audacious 
and those with turned-down noses are 
inquisitive. 

“ Mental healing is the most fascinating 
form of psychology, and the most exploited 
by charlatans at the present time. It is 
easy to question a neurotic woman and 
satisfy a purient friend, but it is most 
dangerous to the woman examined. No 
psychologist can give you a certainty. No 
one can say that such-and-such a finding 
will be right. We can only say that a 
thing is more likely to happen than not.”’ 


THE MODERN WAY. 

Dr. Moorrees that said the personal 
interview in engaging an employé had had 
its run. A psychologist could better judge 
character. An interviewer might not like 
the mustard colour of a pérson’s tie or 
the manner of his address, but a 
psychologist looked for other things to 
estimate character. 

“An American’ psychologist,” Dr. 
Moorrees said, “used to test candidates 
by inviting them into a room in which 
was a desk and only one chair. In the 
latter he would seat himself, and then say 
in a brusque voice: ‘Hang your hat up 
and sit down.’

Sir David Yule, when he died. at 
Hanstead House, his English home at 
Brickets Wood, Herts, in July, left a 
fortune stated to be between £20,000,000 
and £25,000,000. 

The death duties leviable on £20,000,000 
are about £8,000,000, but it is understood 
that a statement will shortly be issued to 
the effect that the English estate of Sir 
David is less than £1,000,000, and that 
the executors of his will, on which probate 
has not yet been granted, will be prepared 
to pay death duties on that amount. 

Sir David Yule amassed most of his vast 
wealth in India, and the remainder of his 
estate comprises property and holdings 
there. For that reason the executors are 
understood to be of opinion that that 
part of the fortune should be assessed on 
the Indian scale. These duties then 
would amount to very much less than if 
assessed on the English scales. 

The Inland Revenue officials are likely 
to take an entirely different view, 
however, and it is probable that the 
Treasury, to whom the duties eventually 
go, will conduct negotiations themselves, 
There have been many consultations 
between high Treasury and Inland 
Revenue officials with leading law officers 
recently, and it is probable that some 
action will be taken in the very near 
future.

BLIND SCHOOL 
ABLAZE. 


CHILDREN SAVED BY 
NURSES. 


- 


Twenty-one blind children were rescued 
yesterday from a fire which destroyed. the 
Sunshine House, a school at Chorley 
Wood, Herts, belonging to the National 
Institute for the Blind. The children, all 
between five and six years of age, were 
rushed out of the building by nurses and 
maids, who saved most of the children’s 
belongings. 

Owing to the heat and the danger from 
burning fragments, traffic was diverted 
and 'bus services were suspended. Fire 
brigades from Watford, Rickmansworth 
and Chorley Wood fought the blaze under 
difficulties, as the nearest hydrant was a 
quarter of a mile away, and the water 
had to be pumped from a neighbouring 
farm and ponds. 

When the outbreak was discovered. the 
school staff, displaying great coolness, led 
the blind children to safety, and found 
accommodation for them at a large country 
residence, Cedars House, which was pre- 
sented to St. Dunstans by Mr. Batty, of 
Chorley Wood, as a school for the educa- 
tion of the blind daughtets of gentlemen. 

Although the flames were beginning to 
take a firm hold of the upper storey—the 
building was of two floors—the nurses and 
maids, most of whom’ were young girls, 
ran back and brought out. anything 
movable. Soon the lawn was littered with 
rocking horses, dolls, odd shoes and socks, 
babies’ cots and nursery equipment. 

The fire Was not extinguished until 
dark, about five hours after the outbreak 
occurred, and the house was left a mere 
shell. The firemen managed to save all 
the outbuildings. 

“I was playing and reading to the 
children when I heard a cry of fire,” said 
one of the nursemaids, “I had three 
children under my care and managed to 
grab them somehow and make a dash for 
safety. I went back and rescued as many 
of the playthings as possible. All the 
other nursemaids seem to have done the 
same thing.’’ 

An eye-witness said that it was pathetic 
to see the blind children being led from 
the house, obviously puzzled by the pre- 
vailing excitement, but knowing nothing 
of its cause, there was no panic. 

“The nursemaids, all of them under 18 
years of age, behaved splendidly,’’ one 
of the Sisters said. : 


SMOKELESS FUEL 


NOW PRODUCED ON A 


COMMERCIAL SCALE. 


Smokeless fuel is being produced on a 
commercial scale by a number of firms, 
said Mr. Arnold Marsh at the conierence 
at Harrogate of the Smoke Abatement 
League of Great Britain. 

Many technical difficulties previously 
encountered had been overcome. The 
treatment of coal at low temperatures was 
on a sound basis, and would become of 
great national importance, and economic- 
ally would have important results on the 
industry. 

According to Mr. Frank Hodges, the 
effect with regard to the employment of 
miners would be that if the twenty million 
tons of coal now consumed domestically 
was replaced by a similar quantity of 
carbonised fuel, it would require twenty- 
nine million tons of coal to be extracted, 
and provide employment for “thirty 
thousand miners. Further, large quan- 
tities of oil would be produced, the 
treatment of which would create a new 
industry. 

It was stated that the presentation of 
the report was to be the starting point of 
an exhaustive campaign to popularise 
smokeless fuel.

MOMBASA, Sunday. 

During their two days’ résidence at 
Mombasa the Princes’’ have taken 
advantage of the many o unities to 
acquaint themselves with the variety of 
the charms of the ann and its strange 
admixture of peoples. On Friday evening 
they met the leading members of the 
European community at a crowded ball 
at Government House. Next morning 
the Prince of Wales motored’ throug 
many parts of the town. In the after- 
noon he played golf for the Navy against 
Mombasa, ‘and immediately after the 
game hurried to Government House to 
attend the large garden party, for which 
over twelve hundred invitations had been 
issued. t 

The most interesting person presented 
to the Prince of Wales. was a very old 
African, dressed in a faded grey suit, 
with a pink rose in his buttonhole. His 
feet and head were bare, and his 


| wrinkled, grey-bearded face lighted with 


a sntile when the Prince approached. He 
was Matthew Wellington, at one time 
cook to Dr. Livingstone, and the last 
member of the band of devoted Africans 
who carried the missionary’s body from 
the interior to the coast. Matthew, who 
was presented to the Prince by the 
Bishop of Mombasa, said afterwards that 
the Prince was Mzuri, which in Kiswahili 
means “all that is good.” Matthew is 
eighty-five. He said that he always 
believed the Prince of Wales to be an old 
man. '' But,” he added in a tone of sur- 
prise, “ he is only a young boy.”’ 


NATIVE DANCES. 

The Princes saw another picture of 
Mombasa life that same evening, in strik- 
ing contrast to the brilliance of the 
garden party. They motored into the 
native portion of the town, where they 
witnessed a most elaborate Ngoma, or 
native dance in two parts, one consisting 
of Swahili people, and the second repre- 
senting a small community who originated 
in the Congo. nS 

All the dancers were women, who stood 
on benches, forming three sides of a 
squcre, inside of which a small group of 
men supplied music from a reed instru- 
ment and ‘tom-toms. The Congo women, 
whose faces and shoulders were pain 
dead white, wore spreading feather head- 
dresses, hand-wrought beaded bodices and 
billowing black and white skirts. Some 
of them were also decorated with many 
personal ornaments, including mounted 
lion-claws. Their dance was directed by 
a headman in a gorgeous red and gold 
velvet coat, with grey flannel trousers. 

The Swahili women, nunibering nearly 
100, were dressed in blue velvet waist- 
coats, edged. with gold braid and white 
tight-fitting trousers, with a frill round 
the ankles. Each head was encircled in 
a wreath of red and white flowers, and 
from each wrist dangled many beaded 
bangles. 

The scene had a background of mative 
huts, and presented a curious mixture of 
old and new, because the lighting was 
provided by force-feed petrol lamps, and 
a number of women wore tinted sun- 
glasses to vary their costumes. 

As the Princes were leaving the 
Swahili women sang “God Bless the 
Prince of Wales ” in Kiswahili, and there- 
after allowed their feelings to run riot 
into snatches of every English song with 
which they were imperfectly acquainted, 
including “Yes, ‘we have no bananas” 
and “ Macemoiselle From Armentieres.’’ 

The Princes left the dance to attend an 
ordinary dance at the Mombasa Club. 


FRANCE AND THE U.S. 
NOTE. 


DOOR STILL OPEN.

PARIS, Sunday. 

The American Government’s Note on the 
Anglo-French Naval compromise has been re- 
ceived with satisfaction to the extent that it 
vaguely leaves the door open to further 
negotiation, and, at the same time, exposes 
the hollowness and insincerity of the virulent 
Press campaign that preceded its despatch. 

The Quai d’Orsay has so far refrained 
from making any statement, and the Note 
in its teehnical aspects. is now being con- 
sidered by the experts. It differs from that 
sent to the British Government, in that it 
also makes directly to France the proposal 
for a readjustment of tonnage proportions 
within the global limits originally proposed 
by the United States at the Geneva Con- 
ference. 

The importance of the Note, it is agreed, 
lies in its last paragraph. This is generally 
assumed to be an invitation to return to the 
original French thesis, by which the ap- 
portionment of tonnage within the global 
limits should be left to the discretion of each 
Power. This, however, is not the case. 

The original French proposal. was for global 
tonnage and freedom to apportion it between 
the various types of bc at discretion, but 
not necesearily within the limits prescribed 
by therUnited States at Geneva, which France 
has never accepted or recognised. 

The American proposal is really, therefore, 
something quite new, and it opens up a range 
of questions both technical and political. It 
is recognised that in leaving it to the 
experts to estimate the value to them of a 
readjustment of tonnage within the global 
amounts, the proposal still takes no account 
of the needs of the British Empire for a 
fighting fleet, as well as patrolling forces for 
Empire communications, and might, at ‘first 
sight, be thought to favour the naval policy 
of France, which is based on defence by 
means of light. forces. ae i 

I am informed that, three serious considera- 
tions are likely to arise.’ In the event of 
France finding it, possible to agree, it would 
still be open to Great Britain to refuse in 
practically the same words as are employed 
in the American Note. This would be a 
very unsatisfactory solution for France, for 
whom more might be lost than gained, be- 
cause between France and Great Britain 
there. are other matters of joint interest 
besides naval: limitation. . 

'The proposal also raises the whole guestion 
of the French attitude towards the global 
tonnage theory for light naval forces, which 
has never really been modified since the 
Washington conference. 

For France the capital ships are a matter 
of secondary importance, though the Wash- 
ington quota, small though it may be, would 
form a very g object to bargain with. 
But the implication of the American Note is 
that France would: once more be placed on 
a footing of equality with Italy. 

This, in the view of the French naval ex- 
perts, would he tantamount to the recogni- 
tion only of France’s Mediterranean interest 
to the complete disregard of the question of 
communication with the French colonies, 
which is a vital part of the French scheme 
of national defence. Alternately parity with 
Italy would put France into an absurdly in- 
ferior position in the Mediterranean, and, in

PLEA FOR TOLERANCE. 

The Bishop of Gloucester, preaching at 
Cheltenham yesterday, made a vlea for 
tolerance in religious controversy; 

Truth, he said, could only be attained 
by controversy; ‘but, if they were 
Christians, they ought to learn to carry 
on controversy in a Christian spirit. 

At the present time there were many 
difficulties met in the Christian Church. 
All the new knowledge and the new ideas 
which had come into the world had stirred 
men’s minds, and they were asking how 
the old Christian beliefs could be recon- 
ciled with this modern thought. He 
believed that, if they could carry on their 
controversies in the true Christian spirit 
of love, gradually they should all alike 
attain to the truth. 

If there was one thing thoughtful people 
felt was incumbent upon the Christian 
world, it was that they tried to bring’ to 
an end all those divisions, either within 
the Church or without the Church, that 
did so much to weaken the power of 
Christianity. 
was anything at the present time which 
made the Christian message so ineffective 
as the fact that, whether they looked at 
England or the world, it was presented 
not very much in different ways, but by 
different sects, parties, and Churches, at 
variance, instead of im union, with one 
another. 

Many people throughout the world were 
making a real effort to bring to an end 
that condition. There was a great hop» 
and a great ideal before them—one for 
which men all over Europe were beginning 
to work—and that was the building up of 
the Church of Christ. 


_ BARRIERS. 

The Bishop of Bradford. who also 

preached at Cheltenham, spoke of certain 
barriers, which, he said, were hindering 
the work of the Church. One was the 
theory of Apostolie succession. :

‘We are not aware by what right they 
claim to authorise Services which have been 
declared illegal, not only by the Articles of 
Religion, but by the highest Court in the 
Jand.

As Parliament is not sitting, members 
"Will be unable to celebrate the first complete 
Purliamentary silver wedding in history. The 
‘Bark and Gountess of Iveagn, both members 
of Parliament, on this day week will cele- 
brate the twenty-fifth anniversary of their 
" marriage. 

' Before their marriage, in 1903, Lord and 
Lady Iveagh were, respectively, the Hon. 
Ritpert Guinness, eldest son of the then 
Baron Iveagh, and Lady Gwendolen Onslow, 
daughter of the fourth Earl of Onslow. Mr. 
Guinness sat as Conservative M.P. for the 
Shoreditch Division of Haggerston from 1lvus 
until 1910, and for the South-East Division 
of Essex from 1912 until 1918, becoming the 
first M.P. for the Borough of Southend in 
the latter year. While he was representin 
this constituency his father became the Ear 
of Iveagh, and Mr. Guinness adopted the 
courtesy title of Viscount Elveden. 

Upon the death last year of the first Earl 
‘of Iveagh, and Lord Elveden’s transference 
to the House of Lords, Lady Iveagh was 
adopted as Conservative candidate for South- 
end, and last November she was elected by 
a large mealority and joined the small group 
of woman M.P.’s in the House of Commons, 
They have one son, who is now sixteen, and 
three daughters, who bear the Irish names of 
Honor, Brigid, and Patricia. Lord Iveagh 
succeeded his father as Chancellor of Dublin 
University, to which the Guinness family has 
made so many benefactions.

The heavy drop in the income tax yield is 
in accordance with Budget calculations, as is 
also the Jarger revenue from Customs and 
sundry Joans. 

STAMP DUTIES. 

Stamp duties appear to be more productive 
than the Chancellor reckoned, and this is a 
good sign from the trade point of view. Mr 
Churchill budgeted for an increase of about 
£1,000,000 from stamps in the tweive months, 
but the revenue from this source is already 
£2,250,000 ahead of last year’s rate of collec 
tion. 

With the self-balancing revenue from the 
Post Office {increase cf £150,000) and the 
Metor Duties apportioned to the Road Fund 
(increase of 61.071, 260i, the aggregate revenue 
from all sources amounted to £512,425,888, 
a net decrease of £16,161,482. 

Ordinary ex venditure amounted to 
£325,257,144, a decrease of £6,529,110. Supply 
services expenditure in the hali-year (Fight 
ing and Civil Services) showed a reduction of 
£4,834,076. 

The new Sinking Fund accounted for an 
expenditure of ,922,270 (increase 
£5,743,917), and the Post Office and Road 
Fund for £33,215,841 (increase, £1,221,260). 

The aggregate expenditure, ordináry sink- 
ing fund and self-balancing items amounted 
te £388,595,.255, and, with a revente from 
all sources of £312,425,888, the» current

M. MILLERAND'S VIEWS. 
From Revuter’s Corresponnenr, 
PARIS, Sunday. 

Among the usual crop of Sunday speeches 
by eminent personages was one which ¢on- 
trasted sharply with the broad outlook and 
serenity of M. Poincaré’s discourse. 

Speaking at the local Republican Congress 
at Clermond Ferrand, M. Millerand, the 
former President of the Republic, delivered 
an impassioned speech in defence of the 
Versailles Treaty demanding its observance 
in the letter as well as in the spirit. While 
referring to France’s desire for a rapproches 
ment with her late enemy, he uttered a warn- 
ing against seeing things ideally instead of as 
they were. 

After referring to the campaign for the 
removal of Article 23 from the Treaty of 
Versailles. which establishes Germand’s 
responsibility for the war, the campaign for 
the realisation of the “ Anschluss’’ union of 
Austria with Germany, forbidden by Article 
60, and the campaign for the rectification of 
Germany's eastern frontier, he praised M. 
Mriand’s speech at Geneva, and demanded 
that the one remaining guarantee should not 
likely he thrown away. The occupation of 
the Rhineland protected not only France. 
hut all other signatories of the Treaty of 
Versailles, especially those States born from 
the war. 

“It is on the eastern frontier of Germany 
that embers are smouldering, which threaten 
to set fire to the world,” he declared. “Let 
us take precautions in consequence.’’ France 
should base her foreign policy on a respect for 
the Treaties which had brought a new Europe 
into heing, and seék to re-establish conf- 
dence between nations, without distinguishing 
hetween the victors and the vanquished, but 
at the same time closely maintain her well- 
tried friendships.

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QUEENSTOWN, Sunday. 

Beginning late on Thursday night an 
easterly gale of unusual violence raged un- 
ceasingly over the Southern Irish coast for 
over thirty hours. Over a dozen outgoing 
coasting steamers and small sailing vessels 
anchored in Cork Harbour on Friday night, 
and waited for the weather to moderate be- 
fore proceeding to their destinations. The 
weather fined down at about noon on Satur- 


day. ee 

Daring this time a thrilling sea drama was 
being enacted in the Atlantic some four 
hundred miles south-west of Queenstown. A 
wireless message was received at Queens- 
town early on Saturday morning, stating 
that the British steamer Stonepool was bein 
severely battered by easterly squalls, whic 
her master described as being of ‘ hurricane 
force.” He reported his vessel as gor 
had her decks flooded by huge seas, whic 
carried away the steering gear, thus render- 
ing the ship unmanageable. The crippled 
vessel lay in the troughs of huge seas, but 
did not then reyuire assistance. Her _ posi- 
tion was Latitade, 50.38 North; Longitude, 
14.36 West. i ' 

The Dutch tug Gelezee, lying alongside the 
Deepwater quay at Queenstown, on receipt of 
this message, cast off her cables and put to 
sea at about six o'clock on Saturday morning, 
proceeding with all haste to the distressed 
steamer’s aid. 


POSITION SERIOUS. 

Wireless messages received later in. the 
day showed the Stonepool’s position to be 
worse than was at first anticipated. Her 
master, Captain Scott, described the situation 
as “serious.” Steering chain connections 
with the rudder quadrant had been carried 
away, as well as the relieving gear, thus 
rendering the vessel virtually unmanageable 
in the huge seas. She was running short of 
coal, and early yesterday afternoon had only 
one day’s supply in her bunkers. To supple- 
ment this her crew had begun to demolish 
some of her fittings to provide fuel for the 
furnaces. In the meantime the ship's en- 
gineers were endeavouring to connect up the 
steering gear, an operation that was rendered 
extremely difficult owing to her wallowing in 
the trough of huge seas. 

A later message received from the Stone- 
pool’s captain this evening gave more 
reassuring news. He reported the engineers 
as having succeeded in their efforts to con- 
nect up the steering gear, and added that the 
vessel was again manageable, provided the 
weather moderated. It is his intention to 
bring her safely to Berehaven. 

The Stonepool is a new steel vessel, having 
been delivered from the yard of Messrs. 
Smith Docks Company, Middlesbrough, this 
year. She is owned by the Pool Shipping 
Company, of West Hartlepool (mar.agers, Sir 
R. Ropner Company), and is of 4,564 tons 
net.. She is bound from Galveston (United 
States) to Rotterdam, and she sailed from 
Hampton roads on September 13th,

A BISHOP’S VIEWS, 

References to the Angels of Mons was made 
by Dr. Taylor Hawkes, the Sufiragan Bishop 
of Kingston-on-Thames, in a sermon at 
Durham Cathedral, yesterday, on the Festival 
of St. Michael and All Angels. 

“When reports came through of angels 
appearing at this or that place at critical or 
agonising moments of the Great War, it was 
curious that Christian people rejected the 
idea as impossible,” he said. ‘‘ Whether the 
eyes of men were open to see or not the 
angels were there, seen or unseen they were 
there; just as unseen by us, the angels are 
there this morning. 

‘There is another world, another plane of 
being, than’ that which we know; and, so 
far from being shadowy and unreal, it is a 
more real world in this sense—that it contains 
the causes of all that we seek in this world 
which is passing away. 

“It is a real world, that is as orderly as 
this one; is not millions of miles away; not 
placéd in any Heaven which the lenses of 
the astronomers. can reach. 

“We have thought of the angels as re- 
moved from ourselves, and pictures have not 
always been helpful nor the custom, which 
was was once common, of placing upon tomb. 
stones and monuments representations of 
figures with wings or with distended cheeks 
blowing trumpets. Such is not the impression 
which we draw from the Scriptures.”’

After 
a search lasting ten hours a great pile of loot 
was heaped upon the deck ready to be taken

The desperadoes were in gay humour at 
the success of their plot, and during the 
voyage those who were not on guard over 
their victims made merry, and feasted in the 
saloons and officers’ messes, helping them 
selves liberally from the pantry and har. 
When the ship approached Hong Kong last 
night, the pirates became very watchful. All 
lig ts were extinguished, and the surviving 
o'licers were threatened with instant death 
if the Anking were challenged. 

A Biue Funnel liner and other vesse's 
were sighted, but successfully 
Bias Bay itself was given a wide berth 
for fear of the waships which might be 
patrolling this notorious neighbourhood, 
and the Anking entered Honghai Bay, to 
the north, without incident, anchoring off 
Ross Head at one o'clock this morning. 


PIRATES’ DEPARTURE. 

After gathering the loot which they had 
piled on deck, the pirates disembarked in 
three lifeboats, taking with them seven 
Chinese passengers for ransom and the third 
engineer, Bird. The Chinese crew of the 
steamer were compelled te row their captors 
ashore, after which they and Mr. Bird were 
set free to return to the Anking. It is e:' 
mated that the han! made by the pirates 
amounted to 80,000 dollars, excluding a large 
quantity of jewellery and other valuabies 

When daylight came the Anking )ove up 
anchor and made as fast as she could íor 
Hong Kong, where she arrived this after 
noon. Captain Plunkett-Cole and the thu 
officer, Mr. A. I. Campbell, were immediately 
taken to hospital. where it is stated that 
their wounds are not serious. The other sur 
viving officers are in good spirits, in spite of 
their ordeal. 

This piracy is one of the most daring and 
successful outrages of recent years, and has 
caused greet concern in the seafaring on 
mercantile circles in this part of the wor!.

A CHALLENGE TO HIS 
INTERRUPTERS. 


Sir Michael O’Dwyer writes with reference 
to the disturbance at the Brotherhood Church 
in London a week ago, and expresses the 
view that those who demonstrated were in @ 
minority, and that the majority of the 
audience was anxious to hear what he had 
to say. 

He challenges the leader of the interrupters, 
whom he accuses of making libellous state- 
ments, to come forward and disclose his 
identity, so that he can “deal with him.” 
He expresses his doubts as to whether, as 
reported, ‘‘the demonstrators included an ex- 
Service man who was present at Amritsar,” 
and asked that, if that be the fact, the man 
should come forward. 

His letter recalls that in 1924 the issue of 
Amritsar and his own position was tried in 
the courts. He a : Justice McCardie’s 
advice to the jury, viz. 

‘‘ Subject to your judgment, speaking with 
full deliberation, and knowing the whole of 
the evidence given in this case, I express my 
view that General Dyer in the grave and 
exceptional circumstances acted rightly, and 
in my opinion upon the evidence he was 
wrongly punished by the Secretary of State 
for India.”
